prison.-.,

He~is. -frowned ' upon, reproved, -sat 


down upon and snubbed by everybody. 
There is no one left for the office boy to 
snub. -He is;thD lowest in the class. He has 
no one to lack. He brings with-him-a noon- 
lunch and eats it at ten o'clock. He re- 
. tires -into a- corner and eats between 
-whiles.-. He;, may at times be heard 
munching and munching. 
Which, makes 


the nervous'clerk more nervous, who bids 
the office. boy ;"stop that .munching." 
Which the office boy does 'not always 
stop. But goes into another corner and 
resumes munching,'and renders himself 
thereby Obnoxious-to some other nervous 
official. The office boy has a dull jnck- 
knife; with which he whittles, sometimes' 
a stick, sometimes the furniture. . His. 
initials are carved about 
in various-

Twice Bntchered. 


On herlast voyage from China hither 


the steamship' City of Tokio brought 
among her passengers a man who carries 
\yitli him evidences of an ordeal, to have 
passed through which and survive, seems 
bat little short of a miracle, uuless to be 
spitted on a boarding pike, and afterward 
disemboweled, is to be considered u thing 
not particularly hazardous to one's life. 
Francis Oliver, the person referred to, 
was born in Detroit, Mich., on the Sth of 
November, 1839. Ho commenced life 
as a sailor boy on the lakes, and in 1855 
went to sea before the mast. In 1SCO he 
sailed for London in' • tho British ship 
Lauderdalo for Hong Ko:ig. At. the 
latter port he left the' Lauderdalo and 
engaged in tho Chinese coast trade, first 
as master of a small vessel, and afterward 
as master and owner of a trading schooner 
or lorcha. His trade was mostly between 
Hong Kong and Shanghai. "He was very 
successful, and as tho custom-house officers 
at these ports wereonlv human, his profits 
were large. Capt. Oliver multiplied his 
vessels until at one time' he owned four- 
teen, all coasters. The Chinese seas at 
that time swarmed with pirates, and it 
was necessary to be well. armed for pro- 
tection against- these marauders ofths, 
high aeas. Scarcely a.voyage was accom- 
plished without encountering cue or more 
of them, until,-as Cant. Oliver said to a' 
Call reporter ' yesterday, it got to be a 
sort of pastime with' him. Said tho Cap- 
tain: "I was so well armed that I knew 
the pirates could stand.no show with me, 
and whenever I saw1 a piratical juok I ul- 
wuys went for it, and made clean work, 
I never left any -alive, nor a junk.float 
that I attacked. In the latter part of 
November, 18C3, I sailed in my lorcha 
Rose from Shanghai in ballast, giving 
out that I was going to Kui Kiaug. but 
when I got away from port I directed" my 
course for the northern Islands. 
When 


about eighty miles from Shanghai I saw a 
junk which I knew at once, from'certain 
indications, to be a pirate. 
Sho bore 


down upon us until I; could see at her 


foro and main-mast heads the arrange- 
ments always carried by these predatory 
villains forthrowiog burning 'stink-pots1' 
down on. the .decks of. their enemies. ,The 
junk was'four'times as large as the'.Bose, 
my lorcha; 'and' ' swarmed with ' the. 
pi rates.-"'The Rose was" headed right for 
them.- I suppose they thcrught they had 
a sure thing of me. 1 had eight cannons 
on board, /besides rifles, boarding-pikos 
and cutlasses- sufficient' for all purpose's. 
My mate was an Englishman. 1 had 
also two qjaartefmasters and. a. crew of 
fifteen Chinamen. The Chinamen liked 
me, and would have given their lives for 
me. As we drew near to tho junk, I ob- 
served one- of her men go up to the 
stink-pots at the inainmast head, and an- 
other -tothose won "the "foremast. I gave 
my mate one rifle and I t«ok another, I 
said to the-mate: 'Now, as soon as you 
see that fellow light a fuse fire, and don't 
miss him.' , Tho mate, for some reason, 
manifested'a disposition not to fight, I 
told him. he could take his'choice, 'either 
do as I told him, or go below in irons. 
He promised to obey.orders. I told him 
to take the man on the mainmast, and if 
he missed him' that 'I .would blow his 
brains out. A yague suspicion had crept 
into my mind that he meant- treachery; 
but he kept his promise. I looked- out 
for the-man on the pirate's foremast. 
The space between the two vessels .gradu- 
ally lessened. Atiength I observed :what" 
I 
had been watching 
for—a- little 


flash of fire, and a thin line of blue 
smoke curl away from the fellow at 'the 
masthead. I knew that in .another mo-, 
'ment a burning stink-pot would ,be pn': 
our deck unless we made sure aim .and, 
quick work.. I gave the word, and-we 
hred almost simultaneously. Both .of the 
pirates fell to the deck of the junk, and 
the' stink-pots they had . ignited with' 
them'." Tho Rose was to the windward 
of the-junk. - I put my helm hard down, 
got "close' 'alongside, and fastened to her 
wi th..'grappl ing-liooks. 


The:pirates made a rush to board my 


lorcha. They were armed with spears or 
pikes. About h'fty of th'em crowded upon 
me and a spear was .driven through my 
body, entering my left side below: the 
ribs and coming out on the right side. It 
was drawn out, but I immediately be- 
came, insensible. •••• My men thought I was 
dead, but kept up the fight, for it.was a 
matter of life and death with-them also. 
Tbo junk had caught fire from the-burn- 
ing stink-pots that fell from aloft. The 
Rose cast offtlie grappling hooks and got 
away from the junk, standing off a suffi- 
cient distance to see her burn and go 
down., Every one of the infernal crew- 
was..killed or drowned. When it was 
found that I still had life in -me I was 
carried'.below. -The mate took the Rose 
biick to'Shanghai,, where I received" med- 
ical aid. I was unconscious or delirious 
for three, months, but at last sufficiently 
recovered to bo .about, though.I could 
never do any active business. -. I suffered 
intensely.at times, and the 'functions of 
nature .were, suspended for .weeks at a 
time. My .sufferings increased, and I 
begged the physicians to cut me open and 
see if thoy could not get at and remedy 
the difficulty. They told me that it 
woliid bo almost sure death. I replied 
Ika'l I.didn't care. I .would rather-die 
than suffer such torture, and after three 
years' pleading with' them, they said I 
would die'.'ianyhow, so therewould.be 
really no'risk in performing the opera- 
tion." .They'Sid it, cutting open-my ab- 
domen nn'd 'side almost half way around 
my body. . They took out my intestines 
and washed them, and also washed -the 
interior walls of my body. They saw my 
kidneys; in fact, I was completely dis- 
emboweled, .After washing, the intes- 
tines were replaced and the incision was. 
sewed up, leaving only an aperture in 
my left side, just where' the pirate's spear 
entered. Tho doctors looked upon my 
recovery as marvelous. It has been now 
eleven years since the operation was per-i 
formed." 
- 


To all external appearances he is per- 


fectly healthy. He is a compactly built 
man, five feet eight and three-quarters 
inches imheight. At the time of the en-., 
counter in which he was speared' he' 
weighed 174"pounds; but now he weighs 
between 135 and 14.0 pounds.—San Fran-

writers say, being the. only time. in-\rfilcE 
the peculiar utterance :ia heard;-, while-1 
others who have disturbed/the!:sleeper 
aver that.its only response^ :a:_sigh,-the' 
hedgehog immediately i relapsing'.-.into' 
somnolency that is, perhaps,-the;-most 
perfect hibernation known-among...quadl' 
rupeds; many of its congeners laying up- 
winter stores,' while the - hedgehog1 de- 
pends entirely upon the suspension'-of' its 
faculties. This has been •'doubted,- as 
apples have been found in the winter 
burrow, but their presence there ^may be 
explained.in another way.; In tho .fall 
the spinous little creatures, warned' by' 
the cooler nights, bethink themselves _-of 
the winter and prepare -their- habitation 
for it. This may be under the roots of 
some aged tree, or in a hollow of the 
same, or even in the burrow of some 
luckless rabbit, into" which bits of hay, 
"rass or soft leaves are carried. Perhaps 
upon the last tour the hedgehog essays a 
stone wall; to ascend is a comparatively 
easy matter, but the descent would seem 
a more-difficult feat" The little creature 
however, with a quick movement leap 
into tho air, coiling into a ball as it falls 
striking upon the.mass of. sharp spines in. 
perfect safety, uncoiling and passing on, 
bearing upon its spines the fallen pippin 
that has chanced to become impaled in 
the fail. 
Observers who have witnessed 


this occurrence assume that the animal 
impales them purposely as an economic 
measure; we are, however, inclined to 
tho accidental phase of the incident. Be 
it as it may, the hedgehog is often Been 
in the autumn bearing awav, perched 
upon its backj the fallen fruit. . Once 
within its nest, tho animal does not 
awake until spring, unless extreme cold 
arouses, them-.- If decapidated in this 
condition, before the .animal can awake, 
the heart beats on for.,some time as if its 
work had not been interfered with. Re- 
move now tho brain, oven take out _the 
spinal column and • sever the various 
muscles, and yet the heart beats -on'for 
'several hours, while for nearly a day will 
it show signf of vitality.. How little' the 
oreature depends-upon respiration can be 
shown by surrounding';"it with '.gas,'car- 
bonic acid, etc., and for a long-tiine'thcir 
effects upon -the'animal, that--in;.its 
normal state would'be instantaneous., are 
not perceptible.—A7". Y. Evening Post. •

The EDgilsU Sparrows. 


Bono years ago, Mr. Eaniol Struuk, oE 


Jhis city, on returning from a trip to 
Europe, brought home' with him a few 
English sparrows, and gave the birds 
their 
liberty here Since that' time 


these birds, (wo believe 
only three 


survived the voyage) have rapidly mul- 
tiplied, until now there are thousands in 
number. 'They have also-.multiplied to 
a great extent into the surrounding coun- 
try. Many citizens and farmers, who 
claim that they have watched the habits 
of 
the sparrows, claim that they are 


and have been destroying all the small 
native song birds that they can reach, 
and insist that tho sparrows ought to be 
exterminated as a nuisance. 
Of late we 


have made many inquiries relating to the 
objections raised against these little 
birds. In Madison the sparrows seem to 
be as plentiful as in this locality; and 
we find no better answer to the many ob- 
jections, or anything which throws more 
light upon the question, than the follow- 
ing, from the Madison Journal: 
j 


"A correspondent asks the State Jour- 


nal: 1st, How can the English sparrows, 
now so plentiful in this city and vicinity, 
and rapidly spreading from hare through- 
out the country, bo exterminated?—he, 
lust year, having tried many devices 
which seemingly had no effect; 2d, are 
these innocent-appearing sparrows, after 
all, so destructive to other birds, as- al- 
leged? 


Prof. Elliott Coues, the distinguished 


naturalist, who has long been an uncom- 
promising opponent of the English spar- 
row, has ro.eutly" expressed the opinion 
that no Rteps now likely to be taken can 
end in tho extermination of these birds. 
Whatever slaughter may result from 
allowing persons to'destroy them at will 
cannot 
have any marked 
effect, as 


they have multiplied 
to 
such 
an 


extent, and their natural increase is so 
rapid, that the loss in their number caused 
by any other means than a concerted and 
persistent onslaught upon them would 
scarcely be perceptible. Prof. Coues says 
that some of his views concerning these 
birds havo been modified since they were 
first introduced, and he expresses tho 


that the charge mado against
